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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's after final amendment filed on 3 
March 2009. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-7 and 9-1 1 are allowed. Claims 10 and 1 1 are the independent claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of record is U.S. Patent 5,572,398 to Federlin, which was 
applied to the claims in the office action mailed 3 December 2008. Suffice it to say, the 
patent to Federlin at least does not disclose "wherein the adhesive layer is made of the 
silicone-based adhesive agent, and after use, the annular electrode member, the inner 
electrode member, and the outer electrode member can be separated from the 
mounting surface by removing the adhesive layer using a release agent" as claimed in 
independent claim 10, or "wherein the adhesive layer is made of the polyvinyl butyral 
adhesive agent, and after use, the annular electrode member, the inner electrode 
member, and the outer electrode member can be separated from the mounting surface 
by removing the adhesive layer heating at a temperature of about 150° C" as claimed in 
independent claim 1 1 , and as such does not anticipate the instant invention as 
disclosed in independent claims 10 and 11.

Furthermore, there is no combinable teaching in the prior art of record that would 
reasonably motivate one having ordinary skill in the art to so modify the teachings of 
Federlin, and thus, for at least the foregoing reasoning, the prior art of record does not 
render obvious the present invention as set forth in independent claims 10 and 1 1 .
